buildings with tho result that the 
flames were enrried acrurs the par- 
row strip of water to Dutch Polly, 
the sinall island opposite the Poarl 
Thontro, whoro the quarters of the 
Military Dopartment was lovated.. 
Tho buildings of tho Military 1o- 
partment buing chiofly conatructed 
of wood, wero entiroly destroyed.

Kent and the Romans. 


In and around London thero 
has beon of late months a strong 
rovival of intorest in Roman 
remains in Kont.  Woltday 
makers at Folkestone have hoard 
and talked muoh of the excaya- 
tions there. Near Sandwich, 
within the walls of Richborough 
Castle, the anciont Rutupie, tho 
Sovioty of Antiquaries of London 
have rosumed thoir oxploration 
for tho third season. A olaborate 
system of baths has boén found. 
Thoro is roason to bolieve that 
theso had boen romodolled’ at 
leat twice, tho latest robuilding 
being of a hosty and partia! 
charactor; and boneath tho lowest 
level of the baths is a complex of 
of walls reprosonting buildings of 
ot loast two enrlier poriods, the 
plan and object-of which has not 
yet boon fully detorminod, Small 
finds have been romarkable 
rather for the quality than for 
their quantity althouzh several 
ruvhish pits are boing — local-

Two fregments of a bronze 
statue of life size, probably of a 
Romain: emporor: in’ a—euirass;
